Enthusiastic athletes from across 
the state competed in the 2013 Special 
Olympics Southern California Sum- 
mer Games at Cal State Long Beach 
last weekend.

SOSC is a non-profit organization 
offering athletic training and compe- 
tition to individuals with intellectual 
disabilities.

VP of

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Percentage of tenured, tenure-track faculty in CSU declines

More than a decade ago, the Cali- 
fornia Legislature passed Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution 73, a piece of 
legislation that instructed the Cal State 
University to increase the percentage 
of tenured and tenure-track faculty to a 
minimum of 75 percent. 

Plans were drawn up by the CSU 
Academic Senate, the CSU Chancel- 
lor’s Office and the California Faculty 
Association on how to make that goal 
a reality. However, ‘12 years down the 
line, the CSU is now father away from 
its goal than when it was first set. 

Since 2001 the number of full-time 
equivalent (FTE), tenured and tenure- 
track faculty has decreased by 4 per- 
cent, according to “The Continuing 
Need to Hire More Faculty,” a report 
published in this month’s issue of the 
CSU Academic Senate’s newsletter. 


According to the report, when ACR 73 
was introduced in 2001, there were 10,029, 
or 63.8 percent, FTE tenured and tenure- 
track faculty in the CSU system, com- 
pared to 9,656, or 60.6 percent, in 2012. 

Diana Guerin, chair of the CSU 
Academic Senate, said the decline in 
the number of FTE tenured and tenure- 
track faculty is a cause for concern be- 
cause it translates to fewer resources for 
students and greater workloads for cur- 
rent tenured and tenure-track faculty. 

“It’s a concern to us that the number 
of faculty that are full time, who are 
committed to working with students 
and developing and maintaining the 
curriculum and serving on committees 
... and that kind of thing, have been di- 
minishing,” Guerin said. 

According to Guerin, over the past 
year the CSU has been unable to retain 
its faculty. For every 500 tenured and 
tenure-track faculty that retire or leave 
the system, only 400 are hired to re- 
place them, she said. 

“One thing that is making it chal- 
lenging for us and one reason that 


people are leaving is that it’s very ex- 
pensive to live in California, and the 
faculty have not had a pay increase for 
five years,” Guerin said. 

In addition to low tenured and ten-

ure-track faculty numbers, the report 
found that the student-to-faculty ra- 
tio has been increasing. According to 
Guerin, in 2001 there were 27 students 
for every one tenured or tenure-track 
faculty member, and in 2012 that ratio 
rose to 37-to-one. 


“Students get less percentage of 
time of full-time professors’ attention,” 
Guerin said. 

One factor, Guerin said, that has 
contributed to the CSU slipping farther 
away from the goal of ACR 73 has been 
an increase in hiring lecture faculty in- 
stead of tenured or tenure-track faculty. 

“We have been hiring lecturers in- 


stead, because when you hire a tenure- - 


track faculty member, that is a commit- 
ment for 20 or 30 years,” Guerin said. “If 
they live up to their obligation to teach 
and do research and provide service, 
then what we’re telling them when we 
offer them a tenure-track position is that, 
“you have a job here for your career.” 
According to the report, the num- 
ber of lecturers hired by the CSU sys- 
tem has increased by 10 percent since 
2001. In 2001 there were 5,693 lectur- 
ers teaching in the CSU system, and in 
2012 that number increased to 6,274. 
Guerin said the increase of lecture 
faculty as opposed to tenured and ten- 
ure-track faculty is worrisome since 
lecturers are not responsible for devel- 


oping new courses or providing advis- 
ing to students. 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said hir- 
ing a full-time tenured or tenure-track 
faculty member is a time-consuming 
process. This, coupled with an uncer- 
tain budget climate, is largely respon- 
sible for the increase in lecture faculty 
in the CSU system, Fallis said. 

“We are on a budget roller coaster 
right now,” Fallis said. 

When money is made available last 
minute and classes are added, he said, 
the quickest option is to hire lecture 
faculty to teach those classes. 

Fallis said although the CSU would 
like to hire more full-time tenured 
or tenure-track faculty members and 
reach ACR 73’s goal, it is all dependent 
on the budget. 

“If we actually have a reliable fund- 
ing source for faculty and we have some 
sense that four years from now we are 
still going to have the resources to offer 
those classes, then that is going to al- 
low for more of those permanent hires,” 
Fallis said. 


Bill could lead to new CSU 


campus in Antelope Valley 


Assembly Bill 736 would initiate a feasibility 
study to determine the campus’s necessity.

A bill sitting in the California Leg- 
islature could lay the groundwork for a 
new Cal State University campus in the 
Antelope Valley. 

If passed, Assembly Bill 736 would 
require CSU Chancellor Timothy P. 
White to conduct an in-depth feasibility 
study to determine if the Antelope Val- 
ley could support a new CSU campus, 
according to the bill. 

The Antelope Valley encompasses 
the Southern California cities of Lan- 
caster, Palmdale and California City, as 
well as other surrounding smaller cit- 
ies, according to the bill. 

Authored by Assemblyman Steve 
Fox, the bill has been read three times 
and sent to a committee for assignment. 

“This is the very first step that is 
needed to create a four-year college,” 
Fox said in a video from Assembly 
Access. “Higher education is [the stu- 
dents’] ticket out of poverty.” 

Some factors the feasibility study 
would examine include infrastructure 
availability, geographic and physical 
accessibility and effects on other edu- 
cational institutions. The study would 
specifically examine the feasibility of 
starting a CSU satellite program in the 
Antelope Valley, a program that could 


eventually become an independent 
CSU campus. 

Currently, CSU Bakersfield has a 
campus center at Antelope Valley Col- 
lege that offers eight undergraduate 
and five graduate degrees, according 
to its website. Cal State Long Beach’s 
engineering department also offers two 
bachelor’s degree programs through 
Lancaster University Center. 

The study, comprised of 12 different 
criteria, would be due 18 months after the 
CSU Board of Trustees secures funding 
for the study, according to the bill. 

However, according to CSU Spokes- 
man Erik Fallis, the CSU has expressed 
some concerns about the bill to Fox. 

“We shared with [Fox] that we were 
clearly concerned that given the fiscal 
constraints [of the CSU], this may not 
be the appropriate time for a study of 
this kind,” Fallis said. “There is a cost 
associated with doing a study.” 

Fallis said the CSU wants the state to 
cover expenses related to an Antelope 
Valley feasibility study if the bill passes. 

“We would ask that the state cover 
the cost,” Fallis said. “If we’re required 
by the state [to perform the study], then 
of course we will.” 

According to the bill, however, fund- 
ing for the study can be derived from 
non-state sources only. 

Currently, there are 23 campuses 
within the CSU system. The last CSU 
to be added to the system was CSU 
Channel Islands in 2002.

New alumni center to come to CSULB campus

The Walter Pyramid may get a new 
neighbor soon. 

Fundraising has begun for a multi- 
million dollar alumni center to be built 
on the corner of Atherton Street and 
Merriam Way, across from the Walter 
Pyramid. 

The Anna W. Ngai Alumni Center 
— the first building on campus to be 
dedicated primarily to alumni — will 
cost between $10 and $12 million and be 
funded completely through donations, 
according to Gay Arakawa, executive 
director of the Alumni Association. 

Anna W. Ngai, the current leading 
donor for the center, graduated from 
Cal State Long Beach in 1974. 

“[Ngai] said that the university did 
wonders for her, so now she wants 
to do something for the university,” 


CSULB alumnus and Alumni Asso- 
ciation President Jerry Galbreath said. 
Construction will begin when 
enough money has been raised for the 
project, according to Arakawa. 

Currently, the alumni center is 
planned to include a ballroom that can 
accommodate 250 people, a library, a 
boardroom, a historical center, a lobby 
area, offices and exterior grounds, 
according to Arakawa. The size and 
scope of the alumni center’s facilities 
depend on how much money is raised. 

Arakawa said that the center’s main 
purpose is to make CSULB’s more 
than 285,000 alumni feel comfort- 
able while visiting their alma mater 
and serve as a gathering place for the 
campus. 

“Sometimes our [alumni] feel like 
they are not always wanted on cam- 
pus,” Arakawa said. “This will be 
another way for them to become more 
engaged with the university. I think 
that this will strengthen their relation- 
ship with the campus community.” 


Galbreath said with the campus 
changing so much from year to year, 
alumni often have difficulty relating to 
the university. 

“If you haven’t been back to the 
campus, you wouldn’t know where 
to go or why to go back,” he said. “I 
think the university needs to identify 
with alumni through some structure 
rather than just the Alumni Associa- 
tion website.” 

Arakawa: said the center will be 
used to host gatherings, receptions, 
meetings and allow alumni to remi- 
nisce while meeting current students. 
She also said that the facility will be 
open to all campus groups, not just 
alumni. 

Galbreath said he thinks the con- 
struction of the center will allow 
alumni to feel more comfortable on 
campus. 

“T believe it will be really useful in 
relocating alumni back to the univer- 
sity,” he said. “It will have easy access 
by anyone coming to campus.” 
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not angry with any constituent ‘group. 
It’s really just the perfect time.” 

After his retirement, Robinson said he 
will spend some time at his other home in 
Hawaii. He said he didn’t expect retiring 
to be such an emotional roller coaster. 

“J thought I could be macho, man up 
and just stand there,” he said. “But when 
I informed my managers at our annual 


manager’s retreat last Friday, that’s when® 


it struck me.” 

He said he had been planning to retire 
for some time but didn’t want to spend 
an entire semester saying goodbye to 
people. Before retiring, he first wanted 
to make sure CSULB’s resources had 
been secured. 

“One of the key deciding points for 
me was the passage of Proposition 30,” 
he said. “Had it not been passed, I would 
not have left the university on a lurch.” 

He also said his departure has noth- 
ing to do with Alexander’s leaving to 
become system president of Louisiana 
State University. 

“This was planned. [Alexander] and 
[Provost Donald Para] knew about it 
all along. I think a lot of people think I 
will be leaving to go with [Alexander] to 
Louisiana, but I’m leaving because the 
timing is right.” 

Mary Ann Takemoto, who has served 
as associate vice president of student 
services and director of counseling and 
psychological services, has been ap- 
pointed to temporarily take on Robin- 
son’s role when he retires. She will as- 
sume her new position on August 1.

Terri Carbaugh, associate vice presi- 
dent of legislative and external relations, 
said she finds Robinson’s departure bit- 
tersweet. 

“You can’t underestimate the impact 
that [Robinson] has had, his ability to 
navigate and strategically plan to handle 
problems,” she said. “[But Robinson’s] 
replacement is [also] very experienced, 
so I think we’re going to look forward to 
a very smooth transition.” 

Associated Students Inc. Vice Presi- 
dent Jonathon Bolin said Robinson 
had taken him and ASI President John 
Haberstroh under his wing. 

“{Robinson] taught us about the 
inner-workings and politics of the cam- 
pus,” he said. “I am sad to see him leave, 
but after more than 20 years here at 
CSULB, I am happy that he is retiring 
when CSULB is strong and stable.” 

Robinson said he hopes the next vice 
president of student services under- 
stands that students should always be 
the priority. 

“T hope that they have a management 
philosophy that incorporates planning, 
assessment, paying attention to making 
good personnel decisions,” he said. 

Robinson also said he hopes his per- 
manent replacement will be a human- 
istic individual who understands the 
importance of relationships with the 
faculty, staff and students. 

However, despite his retirement, 
Robinson said this isn’t going to be the 
end of his relationship with CSULB. 

“I'll always have a special place in 
my heart for this campus, and I’ll con- 
tinue to be a contributor both financially, 
and I’ll serve on committees,” he said, 
“whatever they ask me to do.”

Dowell said he is excited to begin 
his new position as interim provost. 

“We want to graduate students all 
the way to the completion of their de- 
gree, and we want that degree to be 
valued,” he said. “We really are com- 
mitted to the success of our students.” 

The major difference between his 
old position and new one, Dowell said, 
is the scope of his work. 

“Previously I was accountable for 
enrollment, budgets, facilities and stu- 
dent success,” he said. “Now I have 
responsibility for all that plus per- 
sonnel, hiring, everything. It’s a big 
scope.” 

Outgoing CSULB President F. King 
Alexander said Dowell has been be- 
hind several policy changes that have 
benefitted both students and faculty, 
such as his suggestion to feed gradua- 
tion rates and data straight to different 
academic departments so they can use 
that information for self-assessment 
purposes. 

“[Dowell is] really the mechanic 
in terms of orchestrating our highly 
valued degrees and making sure ev- 
eryone’s on board,” Alexander said. 
“[{Dowell has] been at the heart of that 
since day one.” 

Dowell will assume his new position 
July 1, the same day that Para will take 
on his role as interim president. 
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NSA phone records scandal shoul 


Hush, keep it down. The govern- 
ment is listening. 

It was revealed last week that 
the National Security Agency has 
been collecting phone records from 
millions of Verizon customers. 

Then, in a move that shocked 
many, former NSA employee Ed- 
ward Snowden publicly identified 
himself 
as the 
source of 
the leak. 

His 
reason for the leak — so that the 
American public could be more 
informed about what is going on in 
the government — has cast him as 
a hero in many people’s eyes. 

Snowden’s leak revealed an 
NSA practice that has been legal 
for over a decade. 

While the acquisition of private 
phone records is justifiable in a 
court of law, the Daily 49er editorial 
board is concerned about the lack 
of transparency the government has 
provided on this issue. 

For better or worse, living in 
a post-9/11 society has brought 
an end to much of our personal 
privacy. Phone calls, as made clear 
with the NSA case, can be moni- 
tored by the government, given 
sufficient cause. 

While the Daily 49er editorial 
board is split on the issue of wire- 
tapping, we believe that Ameri- 
cans should be more directly 
informed about whether their calls 
are being monitored by govern- 
ment officials. 

If monitoring phone calls has 
saved American lives, we want to know.

If sacrificing our personal privacy has saved lives, we need to know. 

In 2013, advanced intelligence-gathering techniques, like wire- 
tapping, are needed to gain better information about domestic and 
global threats. The old-fashioned way of obtaining intelligence is 


not only inefficient but outdated. 


We understand the NSA’s need to collect phone records in order 


to combat terrorist threats. 


Unfortunately, it appears that the NSA’s seizure of phone 
records has gone too far. Without informing the public about the 
depth of its search, the NSA is losing much of its credibility. 

Regardless of how we feel about the NSA leak, though, we un- 
derstand that the NSA’s actions are legal.

We believe the Patriot Act, which allows the government to 
monitor phone‘calls in order to gather intelligence, needs to be 
more clearly defined.

We, as Americans, have the right to know — especially if we’re 
being watched. 


MLB needs to hand out steroid-related suspensions but can it? 


A lot has been said about the Biogenesis 
scandal, the latest steroid scandal to rock Major 
League Baseball. 

Rumors have flown around saying that the 
MLB will seek 100-game suspensions for the 20 
players listed in Biogenesis documents. 

Columnists across the country have called this 
potentially the biggest drug bust in the history of 
professional baseball. 

But will it even happen? 

Consider the evidence that the MLB has. 

There are documents from Biogenesis, the 
now-out-of-business drug company that al- 
legedly provided MLB stars like Alex Rodri- 
guez, Ryan Braun and Melky Cabrera with 
performance-enhancing drugs (PEDs). It also 
has the testimony of Tony Bosch, the company’s 
founder. 

That’s it. The evidence includes only docu- 
ments and the words of a guy talking to the MLB 
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to avoid being sued. 

No shipments of steroids, no used syringes, 
and in most cases, no positive tests were men- 
tioned. Can the MLB suspend a player for more 
than half a season based on his connection to a 
drug company? 

Here’s the problem: it needs to happen. 
MLB commissioner Bud Selig 
thought the steroid era was 
over, and it turns out that he 
couldn’t have been farther 
from the truth. 

The punishments handed out over the last 
decade clearly haven’t deterred players from 
using, and this current scandal provides a great 
opportunity to change that. 

Borderline excessive punishments would go a 
long way toward keeping players from using, but 
it’s unlikely that the MLB Player’s Association 
(MLBPA) would go along with it. 
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A lifelong ban from the game for a second 
offense isn’t in the MLB’s plans, but it would 
certainly be a strong enough deterrent. 

Even so, the MLBPA would strongly oppose it 
and fans might see it as an overreaction. 

Just think about if Ryan Braun wasn’t in the 
league anymore. 

The Milwaukee Brewers would 
lose their franchise player and 


a ASON Cr ARK fantasy baseball drafts would be 


changed for a decade. 
A former MVP, Rookie of the 

Year and five-time Silver Slugger, Braun would ° 
be out of the game before his 30th birthday. 

Also, as ESPN’s Howard Bryant pointed 
out, the scandal could threaten the labor peace 
between the MLB and the MLBPA. 

Major punishments without concrete evidence 
that the PEDs were taken could make the MLBPA 
very unhappy.

It could even lead to a return to the bitterness 
that existed between the players and owners 
before 1994, the last time the players went on 
strike. : 

All in all, it’s a bit of a catch-22. The MLB 
needs to make a statement to keep its players 
clean, but it will have a very difficult time doing 
that without more evidence. 

It won’t be able to get more evidence without 
a stronger drug policy, which will be hard to get 
unless everyone, including the MLBPA, recog- 
nizes steroids as a widéespread problem. 

That won’t happen until many players are 
caught. 

Right now, the MLB has caught the players. 
Now it’s up to Selig to decide whether documents 
and a faulty testimony are enough to take the next 
step.

Battle between PS4 and Xbox One has already begun at E3 


Every year, the Electronic Entertainment 
Expo, or E3, delivers the latest and greatest prod- 
ucts from video game developers and publishers 
all over the world. 

With the upcoming releases of Sony’s Playsta- 
tion 4 and Microsoft’s Xbox One, fans of both 
consoles are preparing for a console war. 

As it stands, though, there is no competition 
between the PS4 and Xbox One. 

Sony, with the PS4, will beat Microsoft in the 
console war if what it has promised fans holds 
up. 
Sony has priced the PS4 at $399, though its 
release date has not yet been announced. Micro- 
soft, on the other hand, has priced the Xbox One 
at $499 for its November release. 

Adding to the differences between the con- 


soles, Microsoft said that the Xbox One’s games 
will be licensed and downloaded directly to its 
hard drive. 

Sony, on the other hand, said that its games 
will continue to be disc-based, allowing users to 
freely trade, borrow or sell used games. 

This sizable differ- 
ence between the two 
consoles sounds the 
death knell of the used 
gaming industry. Stores like Gamestop that 
depend on the resale of used games will be 
affected tremendously by Microsoft’s deci- 
sion. 

Sony, rather intelligently, is banking on a 
video game industry that has grown used to hav- 
ing a large resale market.

Another caveat with Microsoft’s Xbox One is 
that it must connect to the Internet at least once 
every 24 hour’. 

While this may not be a problem for consum- 
ers who play online multiplayer games, players 
who have limited or spotty Internet access may 
lose accessibility. 

If the Xbox One does 
not check in online at 
least once each day, the 
console will be able to play only DVDs and Blu- 
Ray discs. 

In the event of an Internet outage, will the 
Xbox One be able to play games? Since Xbox 
One games will be online-based, it hasn’t been 
revealed if the Xbox One will be susceptible to 
Internet blackouts. 


While it is still too early to predict a winner 
in the console wars, Sony has positioned itself 
ahead of Microsoft. 

It also remains to be seen if Microsoft will 
compete well in the online streaming market. 

With the demand for gaming on smartphones 
and tablets on the rise, the video game industry 
is poised to make a paradigm shift as developers 
continue to experiment and develop games from 
a touchscreen platform. 

Even if Sony wins the battle against Mi- 
crosoft in the next generation of consoles, the 
landscape of gaming is still bound to change in 
the future.

Edward Snowden’s NSA leak rivals Ellsberg’s Pentagon Papers 


For the past week and a half, news about the 
National Security Agency collecting the phone 
records of millions of Verizon customers has 
dominated the narrative. 

In less than a fortnight, admitted NSA leaker 
Edward Snowden has become the most polarizing 
figure in America. 

To some, Snowden is a hero. To others, he is a 
traitor who should be jailed. 

As the nature of Snowden’s leak sparks na- 
tionwide debate about government surveillance, 
it is important to remember and understand the 
significance of a leak that was made public 42 
years ago today. 

The Pentagon Papers, often discussed in conver- 
sation with the Watergate scandal, were first pub- 
lished on June 13, 1971 by The New York Times. 

Previously classified as top secret, the Penta- 
gon Papers embarrassed the U.S. government. 

Among the thousands of pages that made up

the Pentagon Papers, were plans from President 
Lyndon B. Johnson to declare war on North 
Vietnam a full year before the armed conflict 
stood out. 

In addition, the documents also revealed that 
the primary role of U.S. intervention in Vietnam 
was to “avoid a humiliating U.S. 
defeat,” according to documents 
from Vassar College. 

Even more unsettling, the U.S. 
government said that only 10 
percent of its total aim was to “permit the people 
of [South Vietnam] to enjoy a better, freer way of 
life,” according to Vassar College. 

The documents, portions of which were 
published almost two years before the end of 
U.S. involvement in the Vietnam War, came at 
a time when support for the war was especially 
low. 

Daniel Ellsberg, a former U.S. Marine Corps 


on Twitter 
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officer and employee at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, leaked the documents to The 
New York Times and was eventually put on trial, 
according to Encyclopedia Britannica. 

Facing 115 years in person, Ellsberg was 
eventually acquitted after it was revealed that 
several of then-President 
Richard Nixon’s thugs broke 
into Ellsberg’s psychiatrist’s 
office in an attempt to steal 
personal and possibly hu- 
miliating information about Ellsberg. 

The leaks, which did have an effect on Ameri- 
can perception of the war, were vitally important 
exercises of a citizen checking the power of 
government. 

Top-secret documents, as Ellsberg showed, could 
instantly be made available to the public, if need be. 

The damage and fallout of the government 
from Ellsberg’s leak was catastrophic.

Today’s generation, faced with the same perils 
of war and loss of privacy as those in the early 
1970s, should extend open arms to leakers like 
Ellsberg and Snowden. 

Careful, planned leaks are good for the overall 
health of the country. 

Having public debate about unpopular acts, 
like wiretapping, ensures that the American 
public stays informed. 

Without heroes like Edward Snowden and 
Daniel Ellsberg, American citizens would remain 
in the dark about key, important issues. 

At the end of the day, it is the responsibility of the 
American people’s to keep the government in check. 

Documents previously thought to be top secret 
can now be accessed on sites like WikiLeaks. 

The power now lies in the hands of the people, 
and that won’t likely change anytime soon.

Originally, Edgar Wright produced 
the film version of Bryan Lee O’Malley’s 
graphic novel, “Scott Pilgrim.” 

The story focuses on a Canadian 
bass guitarist named Scott Pilgrim 
who falls in love with a delivery girl, 
Ramona Flowers. 

Throughout the film, Pilgrim has to 
battle out Ramona’s “seven evil exes” 
who are determined to kill him. The 
film includes video game qualities like 
a “1 up” for an extra life Pilgrim needs, 
light sabers and bright, flashing words 


like “kapow.” 

When “Scott Pilgrim vs. The World” 
was originally released, it was not suc- 
cessful in redeeming its original pro- 
duction budget.

Before Jacobs started working on 
Cinem Attack!, he worked on shows like 
“The Aquabats!

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4 Dirtbags selected in MLB First-Year Player Draft

After the Dirtbags ended their dis- 
appointing season last month without 
a postseason berth, junior and senior 
players were left looking ahead to June 
for this year’s Major League Baseball 
First-Year Player Draft. 

The draft arrived on June 6, finally 
fulfilling the anticipation of four Dirt- 
bags who were drafted by MLB teams 
during the three-day event. 

Pitcher Shane Carle was the first 
Dirtbag to be drafted, as he was select- 
ed by the Pittsburgh Pirates in the 10th 
round Friday. Carle is coming off his 
junior season, where he finished with a 
3.57 ERA in 93.1 innings. 

Carle is expected to forego his senior 
year at Long Beach State and sign a 
professional contract with the Pirates, 
according to the Santa Cruz Sentinel. 

On Saturday, the third and final day 
of the draft, LBSU saw two more of its 
juniors come off the board. 

Jeff McNeil — who played second 
base, shortstop and outfield for the 
Dirtbags this year — was drafted by 
the New York Mets in the 12th round 
before pitcher Jon Maciel’ was picked 
by the Detroit Tigers in the 18th round. 
McNeil hit .348 this past season while 
Maciel saved eight games for the Dirt- 
bags. 

The final Dirtbag to be picked up in 
the draft was senior third baseman Juan 
Avila, who was selected by the Miami 
Marlins in the 20th round. Avila was 
passed over in the 2012 draft and re-

turned for perhaps his most successful 
season in a Dirtbags uniform in his fi- 
nal year, hitting .292 in 44 games. 

“T took last year as motivation that 
I didn’t get drafted, and I was kind of 
mad at the world for a bit,” Avila said. 
“T took it as an opportunity to grow and 
get stronger ... and now I feel like I’m 


ready to go and to compete.” 

While the graduated Avila will surely 
move on from LBSU next year, three 
current Dirtbags could now likely do the 
same. LBSU head coach Troy Buckley 
said after the Dirtbags’ final game three 
weeks ago that as many as four juniors 
could have been drafted and that each

Center fielder Jason Martin, out of Or- 
ange Lutheran High School, was selected 
by the Houston Astros in the 8th round. 
Right-handed pitcher Matt Ball, out of 
Bonita Vista High School, was selected by 
the Chicago WhiteSox in the 11th round. 

All drafted players will have until July 
12 at 2 p.m. to sign with their respective 
MLB clubs if they choose to do so.

49ers fare well in classroom 

All Long Beach State teams 
have exceeded the minimum Aca- 
demic Performance Rate (APR), the 
NCAA announced Tuesday. 

This is the seventh straight year 
every LBSU team has exceeded the 
NCAA’s measuring stick for aca- 
demic success, which is calculated 
over a four-year period. 

“We are most proud of our con- 
tinued success in managing the 
NCAA’s Academic Progress Rate,” 
Athletics Director Vic Cegles said 
in a press release. “It exemplifies the 
commitment our coaches and staff 
have made to student development 
and graduation.” 


Schedules released 

The schedules of several 49er 
teams have been released, including 
those of women’s soccer, women’s 
basketball and men’s water polo. 

The women’s soccer team will 
kick off its season Aug. 16 against 
Florida International. The marquee 
matches on its schedule include 
games against San Diego, BYU and 
Santa Clara. 

The women’s basketball team 
will once again take on a pair of 
Pac-12 opponents this year, includ- 
ing 2013 women’s final four partici- 
pant California. It will also travel to 
Southern California and could play 
against another Pac-12 team at the 
ASU tournament in early Decem- 
ber. The women’s basketball season 
will begin Nov. 8 at Cal. 

The men’s water polo team will 
participate in the usual set of tour- 
naments, including the NorCal tour- 
nament and the SoCal tournament. 
It will also host the Long Beach 
Mini tournament, where it will face 
Golden West College. The men’s 
water polo team will begin its sea- 
son Sept. 7.
